When the 
infant ceased to move, Carrie ran to 
where {ts mother was at work and told 
her that a big boy was at the house burn- 
ing up the baby. The mother rushed to 
save her child, but found it burned Into 
acrisp, utterly unrecognizable mass, and, 
of course, dead, 

The neighborhood in which this horrible 
affair occurred is very secluded, being 
miles away from any settlement. The 
negroes at the Gap are extremely igno- 
rant and live In almost a primitive state, 
and for these reasons, more than any 
other, it was only yesterday that the in- 
fanticide was reported to Sheriff Pearce, 
in Tallahassee. He hag arrested the fiend- 
ish girl murderess, Carrie Sampson, and 
although she at first stuck to the story 
of the boy burning the baby, the suspi- 
cious circumstances of the gecent arts 
of mayhem furnished too close corrobora- 
tion of her guilt of the murder. and when 
the seriousness of her position began to 
dawn upon her, she broke down and con- 
fessed, telling the story recited above.

Georgia Baptists Will Move Orphans 
to Farm at Hapeville. 


PRESENT PLACE FOR SALE 


The Change Will Be Made on UOc- 
teber Ist. 


THE HOME WILL BE SELF-SUSTAINING 


Fifty Acres of Land Included in the 
New Site—State Convention 
Will Help. 


A tract of land in Hapeville, consist- 
ing of fifty acres, has been purchased by 
the Georgia Baptists Orphans’ Home As- 
sociation, and the home will be moved 
there from its present location, corner 
avenue and Baker streét. 

The deal for the property was consum- 
mated last Saturday, and all the papers 
in the purchase have been signed. The 
present site of the home is now on the 
market and is offered for sale by the com- 
mittee that has in charge the moving of 
the home, 

At the last meeting of the Raptists’ 
State Association ‘a resolution was adopt- 
ed offering substantial aid to the home 
providing its lacation was changed. This 
convention represented about 185,000 Bap- 
tists of the state, and it is expected that 
the aid that will now be received by the 
association will help wonderfully in main- 
taining it. 

The state association has never before 
helped the home as a body, but it will now 
do so, as the only reason that ever kept 
it from doing so has been cemoved.

Bogus Cotton Estimates. 

Neill’s cotton estimate for the cur- 
rent year places the crop at 12,000,000 
bales, while George W. Truitt, of Geor- 
gia, places the figure at 9,250,000. What 
makes this difference of opinion in- 
teresting is that last year Truitt un- 
derbid Neill by 2,000,000 bales, and 
the final count vindicated his judg- 


ment. 


During the months which intervene 
between the budding of the cotton 
plant and the sale of the bulk of the 
crop, there is always a silent battle 
in progress between the producers and 
the speculators. It is well known 
to the latter that many of the plant- 
ers cannot hold their crops more than 
three months, because of the pres- 
sure of financial obligations. There is 
a rush to market from the appearance 
of the first straggling bales until the 
crop is marketed, so far as the plant- 
er ig concerned. Hence the great ob- 
ject of the speculator is to hurry up 
the marketing, under prices kept low 
by persistent overestimates of the size 
of the crop. Every disaster to the 
farmer is minimized and every cir- 
cumstance favorable to a big crop is 
magnified. The world has so much to 
pay for cotton, and if it can be wrested 
from the farmer at so many millions 
of dollars less, that forms a margin 
upon which the speculator can play 
during the after months, when the 
farmer curses himself for not having 
held back his crop for subsequent 
prices. 

It was in view of this fact that Major 


J. F. Hanson, of Macon, recently wrote 
‘favoring improved warehouse and in- 
| surance 
cotton at home. Under his plan cotton 
| would be held subject to the order of 
the producer, good as a credit collater- 


facilities for the storing of 


al and available whenever the price 
warranted a sale. Thus while the 
speculators might cry out that a large 
crop was made and depress prices, 
those who chose to do so could awalt 
the facts and get the benefit of the 
prices due to changed cohditions. 

Mr. Truitt is one of the most intelll- 
gent cotton growers of the south. He 
has good reasons for his estimate, and 
having won once, he will bave many 
to pin their faith to his prediction for 
another year.

Atlanta, Ga., August 12, 1899—-Mr. Clark Howell, Editor Constitution, City— 
Dear Sir: In an argument made before the committee of council recently upon 
subjectof granting franchises in for the Collins Park and Belt 
Railway Company, I took occasion to criticise what I supposed to be the 
course of The Constitution, of which you are editor, with reference to the 
granting of franchises. I thought at the time that I understood your position 
and thought you were, in fact, opposed to the granting of our franchises, 
and that the purpose of the paper was to produce delay, and thus defeat us. 
An editorial in The Constitution of today, under the heading of ‘‘The Council 
and Its Duty,” leads me to believe that I may have unintentionally done you 
an injustice. On reading that editorial it occurs to me that I may have mis-

judged your paper and misunderstood what” its position and its real purpose 


were. As that doubt has been excited in my mind I deem it just to you, as 
well as to myself, that I should address you this note. If I misunderstood you, 
I did you an injustice: if I understood you correctly I did you no more than 
justice. Do you feel free to answer-the following inquiries: 

l. Is The Constitution in favor of the granting of our application for these 
franchises, upon substantially the same terms which havé been imposed when 
franchises were grantesl in the past? 

-. Do you believe that council should take prompt and favorable action 
our petitions? 

3. Are you in favor of any action by the city council that would result 
directly In turning over the city to a single company? 

4. Do you believe it would be just to impose upon one who now applies for 
street franchises such burdens as would be discriminations against it in favor 
of the old company and thus practically exclude all proposed new comers? 

I have but one purpose in addressing you this note, It is to see whether I 
have unintentionally done you an injustice.

THE REPLY. 


Atlanta, Ga., August 15, 1899.—Judge John LL. Hopkins, City.—My Dear Sir: 
I veg to acknowledge receipt of yours of the 12th instant, and to say the delay 
in reply Was occasioned by my absence from the city. On my return from Tal- 
lulah Falls I find your communication, and take pleasure in replying to your 
questions. 

1. To this T answer ves. In the editorial to which you refer, as well as In 
frequent previous editorials, The Constitution has said that the council should 
deal very liberally with the application for new franchises; and that the par- 
ticular franchise asked for should be granted, with reasonable and just liimi- 
tations. I quote from the editorial referred to as follows: 

“As regards the hearing which has been going on for days before the 
council committee "which has been considering the application for franchises 
asked by Mr. Atkinson's company, The Constitution has from the first urged 
prompt action not only by the committee, but by the council. After both sides 
of the contention had been heard through their attorneys, it was suggested that 
the committee would not take up tha matter for final action for a month. The 
Constitution promptly demanded immediate consideration, and emphasized 
the importance of a prompt report by the committee. Not only ‘that, but it 
stated then, as it has stated on frequent occasions since, that the commit- 
tee and the council should be exceedingly Hberal in the action to be taken 
on the franchises asked for.” 

2. To this I say yes. The position of The Constitution cannot be more ex- 
plicitly set forth than in the following extract from the editorial to which you 
refer: 

“Further than this, we now say that the committee which has been con- 
sidering this franchise question for nearly a month should wind up its busl- 
ness and make its report. It should do so at next Monday’s meeting of the coun- 
cil. Delay is unnecessary unless something can be accomplished by it, and 
only after the committee, after daily sessions, finds that it cannot complete 
its report.”’ 

3. Unhesitatingly no! Your question is unequivocally answered in the follow- 
ing extract from the editorial in last Saturday's Constitution, the reading of 
which suggested your communication: 

‘‘Moreover, we have stated—and repeated it with emphasis yesterday—that 
‘if there are to be any monopolies in Atlanta, they should be only the monop- 
oly of public ownership. Competition is the very essence of business activity, 
and the city will not look with favor upon any proposition that gives to any- 
body or any company, any exclusive monopoly in anything.’ ”’ 

4. To this I answer no. This question ts ikewise fully answered in this ex- 
tract from the same editorial: 

‘“‘And now as to the appointment of a commission of prominent business 
men, whose duty it will be to endeavor to work out some plan by which the 
city can get something, in future, for what it has been giving away in the 
past. It is to be regretted that, even now, the city cannot in justice to new 
lines exact a tax on gross receipts, because established lines are protected by 
their charters from the enforced payment of such a revenue... But the city 
can appoint a business men’s commission, gho can take up this question for 
the future and who can establish on business lines, a policy which shall con- 
trol in future.” 

I am free to say that, in my opinion, it is a public calamity that a direct 
tax cannot be imposed upon the gross revenues of all street railway companies, 
whose most valuable assets are the right to occupy the streets which belong 
to the people, and the privilege for the use of which is granted by the people. 

If there was any way to impose such a tax on established lines, I think 
that both old and new companies should be made to pay for this privilege by 
the exaction of a definite portion of their gross receipts for the city. 

Since, however, the old companies cannot now be reached under their char- 


on 


ters,-it would be unjust for the city to impose upon new and competing lines 


conditions which cannot apply to established companies. I think that the life 
of all new franchises hereafter granted, should be Iimited to the term or 4x- 
isting charters, that hereafter all street railway companies holding fran- 
chises from the city, shall be made to pay the city for the use of these streéts, 
but one company should not be made to pay until the others are made to pay. 

l hope that my reply is sufficiently clear to satisfy you of the fact that you 
have done The Constitution an injustice, unintentional no doubt, for I do not 
belleve that you would purposely wrong anybody. 

You have no doubt misconstrued our purpose in the advocacy of a commis- 
sion on public utilities. We believe that such a commission should be appoint- 
ed to take up the question of street railway franchises and city lighting con- 
tracts for the future. It was never our intention that such a commission should 
interfere with or delay pending applications for city franchises, but rather 
that it should audress itself to the future, with the view of establishing a 
policy for the city by which it would be governed tn the grant of all future 
franchises, and the policy to be pursued in ithe matter of city lighting. Very 
truly yours, CLARK HOWELL.

Some of Franklin’s History. 

William Jasper Franklin was born in 
Cherokee county, near Acworth, in 1850. 
He was the son of James Lindsey and 
Mary Ann Franklin, who removed to this 
city when young Franklin was five years 
of age. The father of Franklin was a 
blaster by profession, and was employed 
in one of the many rock quarries near 
the city. About seven years ago he was 
blown up in a well and killed. 

When young Franklin was about six- 
teen years old he went to work in a 
general merchandise store in the city and 
learned the business. Later he was em- 
ployed by Hich & €Co., who conducted a 
general store and saloon on Whitehall 
street, near where Mitchell street now 
crosscs that thoroughfare. He was one 
of the firm’s most trusted employces and 
was frequently sent out on the road as 
traveling salesman. 

It was while acting in this capacity 
that he was stricken with meningitis and 
since that time has never been avie to 
do any manual labor. He was a izealthy 
youth before being paralyzed ana was 
one of the hands enaged in grading the 
old Afr-Line railway right of way when 
that road constructed its tracks to enter 
the city. 

He saw Atlanta grow from a small 
village to a city of metropolitan appear- 
ance and remembers a time when the 
present union depot was considered the 
finest edifice of its kind in the southern 
states. Franklin has seen many ideals 
shattered. His mind treasured up the 
knowledge that at one time a large lake 
and marsh occupied the sites of the Jack- 
son hotel and Temple Court building, and 
remembered a period of years when the 
croaking of countless frogs was the only 
music to be heard in the center of town. 

He used to tell of the old tanyard 
branch that had its head in the spring 
that is located somewhere under the 
floor of the unfon depot, and when parties 
of young men hunted ‘possums and other 
game along the wooded banks of the 
stream that ran down along what is now 
known as James street. Franklin always 
delighted in the steady growth of the 
eity and while not a talkative person, 
nevertheless had views of his own on 
matters of interest.

War Department, Washington, Au- 
gust 14, 1899.—8!r: I inclose herewith 
copies of two telegraphic dispatches 
received last evening from the gover- 
hor general of Porto Rico, by which 
it appears that the devastation 
wrought by the recent hurricane in 
that island is even greater than was 
at first supposed. It is evident that a 
Kreat multitude of peopie rendered 
utterly destitute by this awful ca- 
lamity must be fed and cared for dur- 
ing a considerable period until they 
can have the Opportunity to produce 
food for themselves. Enormous quan- 
titles of supplies of the kinds indi- 
, Cated by the governor general must 
be procured. 

The magnitude of the work to be 
accomplished leads this department to 
supplement the appeal aiready made 
to the mayors of the principal cities 
of the country by a more general ap- 
peal, and I beg you to ask the people 
of your state to eontribute generousiy 
to the relief of the people of Porto 
Rico. 

Swift steamers have been provided 
to leave the port of New York to 
Carry the supplies directly to Porto 
Rico as rapidly as they can be cui- 
lected. 

Contributiong should be* either in 
supplies of the character indicated or 
in money in order that the supplies 
can be purchased. The supplies 
should be sent to Colonel F. B. Jones, 
Army building, foot of Whitehall 
street, New York city, in packages 
plainly marked ‘‘Porto Rican Relief,” 
and he should be consulted as to time 
of shipment. Money should be sent 
to the National Bank of North Ameri- 
ca, New York city, which has been 
designated as a depository for the re.

A PRETTY BASBY? 
One Is Offered to Some Respectabie | 


San Juan, Porto Rico, via Hayti, Au- 
gust 13, 1899.—Secretary of War, Wash- 
ington: Have just given the following 
tu the Associated Press: 

“The true state of affairs through- 
out the island not yet kown because 
Of total destruction of all telegraphic 
connection and great destruction on 
all roads. Net more than one-fourth 
of the towng yet heard from, but 
enough is known to warrant the state- 
ment that ome-fifth the dwellings in 
the island are totally destroyed and 
their owners are without any shelter 
whatever, or any food beyond what 
has been saved from the debris. The 
coffee crop and most of the trees are 
ruined, and thus reliance for sujfort 
is gone. 

“Fully one-third of the people sub- 
sist entirely on fruit and as small de- 
gree on tubers; all the former are de- 
etroyed and much of the latter are 
rotting in the ground. Great many 
thousands of cattle are drowned and 
the debris carried down py the rivers 
is strewn over the occan with the 
wreck of the storm and the dead 
bodies of animals. The deaths from 
falling walls and drowning will num- 
ber more than 1,000, and may be 
several times this number. The state 
of distress is very great, and when 
green fruits gaved from the debris 
are consume the suffering will be 
very great. I am relieving suffering 
everywhere within reach as much as 
possible, but in out-of-the-way places 
are many thousands who cannot be 
reached for some time. The supplies 
ordered sent by the government will 
help much, but will last only for a 
few days, while destitution must con- 
tinue for many weeks or some monthe 
until the bamanas grow up from the 
ground, for which five months at least 
are required, 

“Food of all kinds is needed, 
especially rice, beans and codfish, 
which has been the mafn support out- 
side of fruits. Cheap cotton clothing 
is also needed, for thousands rushed 
naked from their dwellings at night 
when the gale broke. Medicines are 
also needed most pressingly—especia!l- 
ly quinine and other simple medicine. 
I estimate that at least 1,000 tons of 
food will be required weekly for 
scvera] weeks. 

“Tl have constituted boards all over 
the island to regulate assistance and 
a general board here to conduct the 
relief work quotation. While I have 
not yet full data, I repeat the esti- 
mate that at least 19,00 people are 
homeless and destitute. Relief ration 
proposed one pound of food per day, 
eeven ounces of beans, seven ounces 
of rice and two ounces of codfish. In 
addition to food ordered by MacPher- 
gon. I ask that 2.500 tons of above pro- 
nortions should be shipped next week. 
Before this ls consumed I will have 
full data respecting future needs, but 
I fear extensive issues of provisions 
will be necessary for several months. 

“T shall push work on the roads and 
give employment to as many 4s pos- 
sible. I hope the charitable people of 
the states will contribute food, 
clothes, medicines and money. Colo- 
nel Hofer, chief surgeon of the de- 
partment, is chairman of the board of 
relief and auxiliary boarda are or- 
ganizing in all the towns.

The committee on electric and other rall- 
ways will make a report to the council 
this afternoon. 

The committee, after asession Tuesday 
night and a conference yesterday morn- 
ing, practically completed its work in the 
matter of franchises asked for by the 
Collins Park line and the Consolidated, 
and extensions applied for by the Atlanta 
Street Railway Company. 

In addition to this, the committee has 
framed a general ordinance which ts to 
cover all grants in the future, and which, 
after 1821, will bring to the city 5 per cent 
of the gross income of all street railways 
operating in the city. 

In granting the applications of the Col- 
ins Park line, as already forecasted in 
The Constitution, there will be a clause 
calling for a bond of not less than $,- 
00), to be forfeited in the event the applil- 
eants fail to build the road; also the offer 
of $0.00 by Mr. H. M. Atkinson to go 

‘toward the building of the Whitehall 
‘street viaduct is cheerfully accepted. 

The grants tn full have been gone over 
at length in various articles on the sub- 
ject, and it is only necessary to mention 

,the general name of the franchises in or- 
der to identity them fully. The Collins 
Park line will be given the Juniper street 
grant, the Pulliam street grant, the Ogle- 
thorpe street grant, the Grant park grant 
and possibly the grant which calls for 
‘an extension of the present line to the 
‘reservoir out Hemphill avenue. This 
latter grant, as well as the Olethorpe, 
West End and Juniper street grants, are 
along the right-of-way of the Atlanta 
‘Railway Company and are subject to the 
irights of the last named company. 

The Atlanta Railway Company gets its 
inks by which a physical consolidation is 
brought about between that road and the 

Consolidated. These connections are on 
‘MeDaniel street from Richardson to 
‘Whitehall, from Forsyth into Whitehall, 
from Cooper into Whitehall, from Forsyth 
into. Peachtree at Church street, from 
Richardson street along Glenn to Smith. 

; Councilman Thomson will probably put 
‘in a minority report. If he does, he will 
object to the link on McDaniel street, to 
the grant which permits the Collins Park 
line to turn into Forrest avenue from

The General Ordinance. 


, The general ordinance, as given out for 
publication, is as follows, subject to 
changes of a minor nature: 


By the committee on electric and other 
Tailways: 

Atlanta, Ga., August 17, 1899.—An or- 
dinance to provide for the better regu- 
lation of the construction, operation 
and government of street railways in 
the eity of Atlanta, and to provide 
also for the collection of a reasonable 
percentage, not exceeding 5 per cent 
per annum of the gross receipts of 
street railway companies {n compensa- 
tion for their use of the streets from 
and after the expiration of the grants 
made to or for the use of the Atlanta 
Consolidated Street Railway Compa- 
ny, approved May 20, 1891. 

Section 1. Be it ordained by the may- 
or and general council of the city of 
Atlanta, That all street railways and 
lines and parts of lines hereafter con- 
structed and put into operation within 
the limits of the city of Atlanta, as 
now or hereafter defined, shall be con- 
&tructed and operated under the pro- 
Visions of this ordinance and amend- 
ments thereto which may be hereafter 
Made concerning the regulations of the 
Operation of street railways: and all 
existing street railway companies hav- 
ing lines already constructed and in 
Operation in the city of Atlanta, which 
ehall apply for and accept privileges 
to construct a new line or lines, to ex- 
tend an existing line or lines, or to 
Connect or otherwise change existing 
lines, thereupon become and thereafter 
be subject to the provisions of this or- 
dinance and amendments thereto 
Which may be hereafter made, touch- 
ing regulations as aforesaid. \ 

Sec. 2. Be it further ordained, That 
this ordinance shall enter into and 


form a part of the contract granting 
power and authority by the city of 
Atlanta to any street railway company 
or to any person, firm or association, 
to construct and operate a line or an 
extension or addition to any existing 
lines or system of gtreet railways in 
the city of Atlanta, subject, however, 
to the right of the city to amend said 
ordinance as to matters of regulation 
as aforesaid. 

Sec. 3. Be it further ordained, That 
the duty and obligation of street rail- 
way companies to pay for paving, re- 
paving and keeping in repair the pro- 
portion of the roadway or streets and 
alleys oceupled by thele tracks re- 
quired by the city charter and to pay 
ad valorem taxes on their properties, 
and to pay occupation taxes on thelr 
business, are in no way to be impaired 
by the operation of this ordinance. 

Sec. 4. Be it further ordained, That 
the city of Atlanta reserves the right 
to regulate the location of the street 
railway tracks, wires, poles and con- 
duits and their construction, and to 
require the change of such location 
when in the judgment of the mavor 
and general council’ such change is 
required by the public interest: the 
expense of such changes to be borne 
by the railway company or companies. 

Sec. 5. Be it further ordained, That 
the city of Atlanta reserves the right 
to subject any part of the lines and 
tracks of all street railway companies, 
not exceeding five blocks at any one 
point, on such line or lines. to use by 
other companies by the payment of 
just compensation. to he judged of 
and fixed by the mayor and general 
council, either upon the basis of a cer- 
tain sum in full for such use, or of 
annual payments therefor, except in 
so far as this ordinance may conflict 
with prior and subsisting grants to 
any company or companies. 

Sec. 6. Be {t further ordained. That 
it shall not be lawful hereafter for 
power and authority to be granted to 
any person, firm, corporation or asso- 
clation of persons to construct and op- 
erate a street railway system. or line 
or extension of or addition to an ex- 
isting system or line of street railway 
in the city of Atlanta except upon con- 
dition requiring the payment by such 
persons, firm, corporation or associa- 
tion of persons of a percentage, not 
exceeding 5 per cent per annum, to be 
fixed by the mayor and general coun- 
cil, of the gross receipts of the street 
railway business conducted by such 
person, firm, corporation or association 
of persons from fares for carrying 
passengers, to the city of Atlanta as 
partial compensation for the yse of the 
streets occupied and used by the 
tracks, poles, wires, cars and appli- 
ances of such street railways, pro- 
vided that no such percentage of gross 
receipts will ba required to be paid 
by any company until the expiration 
of the grants made to or for the use 
of the Atlanta Consolidated Street 
Railway Company, approved May 2), 
1891. 

Sec. 7. Be it further ordained, That 
the city of Atlanta reserves the right 
to return a reasonable contribution. to 
be judged of by the mayor and gen- 
eral council, from any and all street 
railways toward the cost of building, 
rebuilding and keeping in repair 
bridges crossed by their tracks. wheth- 
er such bridges be erected before or 
after the occupation of the street tn 
which the bridge {is situated by the 
tracks, 

Sec. 8 No person, firm. assoctation 
or corporation hereafter obtaining au- 
thority or consent to construct or op- 
erate a line or system of street ralfl- 
ways in the limits of the city of At- 
lanta, as now or hereafter defined, 
Shall be permitted to collect for fares 
for single passengers from one point 
of the line or system of such company 
to any other point on the line or sys- 
tem of such company in the city Hm- 
its, as aforesaid, more than, for one 
continuous trip from 6 a. m. to 12 
Dp. m., § cents, nor more than, for one 
continuous trip from 12 p. m. to § 
a. m., 10 cents. 

Sec. 9. Be it further ordained. that 
no street railway company shall ever 
be-permitted to haul freight on any 
portion of its Iines in the streets of 
the city of Atlanta. : 

Sec. 10. Be it further ordained, That 
no reservation of power heretofore 
made by the city In general or special 
ordinances or contracts with refer- 
ence to street railways or their busi- 
ness is hereby repealed or modified, 
except as the same may be hereby en- 
larged, nor is any requirement as to 
the payment or rentals by street rail- 
Way companies for the use of tracks 
across any bridge or bridges in any 
way hereby impaired. 

Seo. 11. Be it further ordained, That 
all the provisions of this ordinance 
and of amendments which may be 
made thereto shall apply to the suc- 
cessors of assigns of street railway 
companies equally with existing com- 
panies or those first taking the grants. 

Sec. 12. Be it further ordained, That 
all grants of consent and authority to 
extend existing lines or enlarge an 
additional system of street railways 
shall expire with the date of the ex- 
piration of the first grant to the com- 
pany owning or operating the original 
line or system so added to or enlarged. 

Be it further ordained, That the city 
of Atlanta reserves the right to pre- 
Scribe the style and weight of rails to 
be used in construction of tracks of 
the company and to require the rails 
to be changed whenever rendered nec- 
essary by changes in the pavement of 
the streets.

Geverner Candler Sent Names of Six 
Men Yesterday. 


WERE MANY APPLICANTS 


Chief Executive Besieged by Those 
Wanting Commissions. 


NO NAMES HAVE YET BEEN ANNOUNCED 


Governor Candler Sent a Secand List 
of Non-Commissioned Men Who 
Had Served in the Army. 


Governor Candler yesterday afternoon 
completed the list of six officers, two 
from each of the three Georgia regiments, 
asked for by the secretary of war, and 
the names will be forwarded to Wash- 
ington this morning. 

In a communication addressed to Sec- 
retary Root, Governor Candler called 
his attention to the fact that in exclud- 
ing all but commissioned officers from the 
Nst of considered by the 
war department, he had overlooked a 
number of men principally non-commis- 
sioned officers during the late war, who 
were in every way as capable of com- 
maunding troops as the commissioned of- 
ficers. 

A great many applications for indorse- 
ment have come to the chief executive 
from all parts of the siate from men 
who served in the Cuban campaign as 
non-commissioned officers, and Governor 
Candler yesterday decided to make a 
separate list including the names of some 
of these men whose fitness for command 
is marked. 

The second list so far, includes 
names of Captain Sidney Wiley, of Ray's 
Immune regiment;Charles E. Harp, second 
sergeant of the Seccnd Georgia; Robert 
Lowry Meadow, second sergeant; Captain 
T. A. Dunn, Fourth regiment of Ceorgia 
militia; and Demere Cunningham, ftrst 
sergeant, Third Georgia. 

It is the intention of Governor Candler 
to impress upon. the war department the 
excellent records made by these men and 
to ask that at the earliest possible mo- 
ment they be given a commission, 

The names of the six officers furnished 
by the governor in compliance with the 
request of the war depariment will not 
be given out at present, if at all, by the 
chief executive. 

Governor Candler stated, however, that 
the request of Secretary Root had been 
followed strictly, and that no one had 
been nominated save those who had com- 
missions in one of the three state regi- 
ments. 

It Is the purpose of the war depart- 
ment to examine into the resords of the 
men named by the governors of the dif- 
ferent states, and it is altogether proba- 
ble, it is believed, that the second list 
furnished by Governor Candler, contain- 
ing the names of men who held non-com- 
missioned offices will be called into requl- 
sition by Secretary Root.

In 
this way I shall be able to classify them 
and arrange them under general types. 
Then I will describe these general types 
and describe them so exactly and accu- 
rately that their descriptions shall be to 
all times ‘documents’ that none can gain- 
say. And I will show these types acting 
and reacting upon one another just as in- 
dividuals do in real life. In this way I 
shall examine, classify, describe and por- 
tray the whole human life of my time. 
Society as it has existed during the pe- 
riod of my observations will be complete- 
ly repesented by my types, and one 
knowing these types will know the whole 
social phenomena of the age.”’
